Mr. Roosevelt Declares Mr. Fall Ueged 


Use of Marines to 


WASHINGTON, March 13 (#)— 
Turning its attention to the use of 
marines to clear Teapot Dome of tres- 
passers after it had been leased to 
Harry F. Sinclair, the oil committee 
was told today that the order for the 
marine expedition had been issued at 
the request of Albert B. Fall. 

Theodore Roosevelt, who, as Acting 


Secretary of the Navy, signed the 
order, said Mr. Fall had told him 
President Harding desired that course 
pursued. 

Later, a letter on the subject from 
Mr. Harding to Mr. Fall, dated June 24. 
1922, was put into the record. In it 
the President said that unless James 


G. Darden of the Mutual Oil Company 


withdrew from Teapot, he should be 


ejected. 

Maj.-Gen. John A. LeJeune, com- 
mandant of the marine corps, was the 
first witness in this line of inquiry. 
He said orders for the action were 
issued by Mr. Roosevelt. This was in 
July, 1922, General LeJeune said, and 
George K. Shuler, then a captain of 
marines, was selected, after a con- 
ference with Mr. Fall, to command the 
detail sent to Teapot. 

Four enlisted men were selected to 
accompany Captain Shuler, who now 
is treasurer of New York State. Mr. 
Roosevelt had ordered that men of 
“tact and discretion” be chosen, Gen- 
eral LeJeune said, so as to avoid 
trouble. 

Captain Shuler telegraphed on Aug. 
4 that his mission had been accom- 
plished. Later Mr. Fall wrote the 
Navy commending the captain for his 
work. 

“Squatters” on the Dome” 


Asked whether he did not regard 
this as an extraordinary use of the 
marine corps, the General said he did 
not consider that point at all. He 
simply obeyed orders. 

Mr. Roosevelt testified that the re- 
quest for the clearing of Teapot Dome 
came from Mr. Fall, who was quoted 
as saying he and the President wanted 
the “squatters” ejected as they were 
about to take out oil on which the 
Government would get no royalty. 

Mr. Fall told him, Mr. Roosevelt 
Said, that Secretary Josephus Daniels 
had taken similar action. Mr. Roose- 
velt did not recall anything “very 
clearly” about a protest from the 
Governor of Wyoming against em- 
ploying force to remove trespassers. 

On July 29, 1922, Mr. Roosevelt 
said. he found a note from Mr. Fall 
to the effect that there were tres- 
passers or squatters on the Dome, 
about to take oil,” from which the 

yovernment would get no share. 

In conversation with him later. the 
witness continued, Mr. Fall said he 
and the President wanted some ma- 
rines sent to put these people off the 
oil reservation. The Secretary added, 
he said that he had not expected Presi- 
Harding to favor the action because 
one of the men engaged in trespassing 
was a friend of his. This, however. 
he 3 made no difference to 
the President.

HELD ART THREAT 


Director F orbes of Fogg Museum 
Cites Painting Deterioration 


“The paintings of some of our mod- 
ern leading artists may not last more 
than 50 years because of the use of 
inferior canvas or pigments, and many 
of the old masterpieces recently im- 


ported to this country are in danger 
of destruction as the result of im- 
proper care,” E. W. Forbes, Director 
of the Fogg Art Museum ot Harvard 
University, said today. 

Several years ago the imminence of 
this peril was realized, Mr.. Forbes 
said, and much research work ‘has 
been spent by himself and others in 
this country and in Europe in an effort 
to find a remedy. He continued:

which will preserve the art of the 
rresent and that of the old masters 
have been under way in the Fogg 
Art Museum for some time. 

The danger to old paintings lies 
in the lack of proper care, for them.

tion. Many of the old paintings have 
been varnished several times in order 
to preserve them, but in many cases 
this varnish after a period of years 
becomes a source of danger rather 
than assistance.

The paintings of many of our lead- 
ing artists today are subject to a 
different but none the less important 
peril. Many of them. due to inferior

Mr. Sokoloff Returns. 
to Cleveland Orchestra 


CLEVELAND, March 6 (Special Cor- 

res pondence)— Nikolai Sokoloff's' firet 
concert sincé his return from London 
was made the. t of an 
ovation. As he — the desk he 
was greeted by a tusch from the orches- 
tra and by sustained applause from an 
audience that almiost filled the large 
Masonic Hall tq the roof, here was a 
wreath in salutation.to his London suc- 
cess. 
The program was one that has proved 
popular with Cleveland Orchestra audi- 
ences. It was the first of the annual 
pair of concerts devoted exclusively to 
the writings of Tschaikowsky, and com- 
prised the “Pathetic” Symphony, the 
complete “Nutcracker” Suite, and the 
“1812” Overture. 

There came, for a staid, self-contained | 
Cleveland audience,. an amazing man: | 
festation, following the heroic 1812. 
The orchestra had been augmented by 
a brass band and by artillery’ percus- 
sion, and as the last thunder of the 
orchestra ceased, and while the smoke 
from the guns off stage dropped a thin 
curtain -between the players and the. 
audience, scores rose to their feet. The 
sound of cheers came from the balcony. 
The conductor returned to the stage 
again and again and finally signalled 
the orchestra to rise. 

Sokoloff as an interpreter of Techni- 
kowsky has been in other seasons. the 
topic for more than a few reviews. He 
possesses the Russian thought and the 
Russian lyrical intention. The mes- 
sage of Tachaikowsky is spoken in his 
own language. And to this racial un- 
derstanding there is the added gift: of 
building climactic structures of tone ma- 
terials, of the quick sense of musical 
color, of building architectonic edifices 
of strength and loveliness. M. B. 


Eleventh Program 
of Detroit Orchestra 


DETROIT, Mich... March 10 (Special 
Correapondence)—The eleventh pair of 
symphony concerts, given Match 6 and 
7, differed from all preceding ones, in, 
character. The program was light al- 
most to the point of “popularity.” Never-; 
theless it was thoroughly enjoyable and 
was not an unwelcome change from the 
regular order. 

Two sketches, entitled “On Hearing 
the First Cuckoo in Spring’ and “Sum- 
mer Night on the River,” by Delius, 
were exquisitely conceived salon pieces, 
written in the modern mode, plaintively. 
and delicately sentimental, offering a 
palette of pastel shades which Mr. Gab- 
rilowitsch manipulated with the hand 
of an artist. It would be impossible to 
imagine a more entrancing diminuendo 
than that at the end of the. second 
piece. One found the ear unable to dis- 
cern when tone ceased and became a 
mere vibration. 

The “Intermezzi Goldonlant“ for 
string orchestra by Bossi, six in num- 
ber, were enjoyable and interesting. 
What was lacking in content was made 
_up for in virtuosity, the orchestra play- 
ing with a finish, charm and technical 
skill worthy of the finest solo musi- 
cians. In appreciation of their extraordi- 
‘nary performance, they were given rous- 
ing applause. 

' Goldmark’s “Sakuntala” Overture was 
followed by the Moszkowsky Concerto 
in E major for piano and orchestra, with 
Mme. Bloomfield Zeisler at the piano.

girls as to the boys who prepare 
for the same examinations and fhe 
same future? 

M. Bérard does not, of course, pro- 
pose to render obligatory Latin and 
Greek for all the girl pupils ot the 
lycées. Those who are perfectly con- 
tent with the present régime and do 
not think of any career or situation 
for the future will go on as they are 
now doing. They will follow the same 
classes at their comrades—except for 
Latin, Greek and sciences. They will 
employ the hours thus left free by 
acquiring the learning specifically 
useful or agreeable to them, Funda- 
mentally the feminine secondary 
teaching will remain as it is for those 
who find it sufficient, and would con- 
form to the masculine secondary 
teaching for those who, by taste or 
by need, aspire to the “masculine” 
careers. It is even contemplated that 
in places where the girl's colleges or 
lycées are not organized in view of 
the baccalauréat, the girls should be 
admitted, by special decisions, to fol- 
low the courses in the boy's colleges 
and lycées. It is an unprecedented 
measure in France where—except in 
the superior studies at the universi- 
‘tles—the mixed schools do not exist. 


Million and a Half Replacement 

One may deplore or may extol the 
fact that the girls are today attracted 
by the masculine careers; the fact 
exists. The movement has taken unex- 
pected proportions because there are 
1,500,000 young men to replace and 
1,500,000 young girls have in conse- 
quence found themselves obliged to 
fill another réle than that of mother 
of a family. 

Good sense at last triumphs. It is 
an altogether false idea to conceive an 
education exclusively and specifically 
feminine. There is a distinction to be 
made between the formation of the 
character and the human mind—the 
general culture—and the specializa- 
tion in certain tasks. Feminine in- 
struction has constituted a régime of 
humiliation and inferiority for the 
woman to whom were given but 
rudimentary elements of human 
knowledge. It was a régime destined 
to keep her in a state of permanent 
tutelage and intellectual minority. It 
was a régime incompatible ‘with the 
modern ideas and the life of today. 
The “réle” and “duties” of the woman 
will be no less understood and well 
filled because, instead of an incom- 
plete education, she is enabled to 
develop her faculties to the highest 
point. Today when there are women 
advocates, doctors, engineers, etc., the 
assimilation of feminine education to 
that of masculine education cannot be

The Old Violin 
Is Best 


YOU would never imagine from 
just looking at them how difficult 
violins are to make. Anyone can 
Hs of course, that they are a peculiar 
shape and that a good deal of care 
and skill must be required for put 
them together; but the amount 
actual work which has to be done 
‘before one ts finished is so great that 
iif we could see the whole process we 
should be surprised. 

Do you know how many parts a violin 
has? No one would ever guess. About 
70! Just think of that! Seventy | 
| pieces of wood in every violin. Fifty 
of them are parts of the framework 
‘and the others are fittings, and it 


would not do to leave any one of them 


| out or the instrument would be spoilt. 
| <All these parts are made of wood 
| and stuck together with glue. There 
is never any metal at all in a violin, 
not even a nail. Some of the old 
violin makers of two or three hun- 
dred years ago, indeed, very occa- 
| sionally did use one or two nails but 
that was very seldom done as it was 
always considered that the instru- 
| ments which had no nails were better. 

So much depends upon the wood 
‘which is selected as some wood is much 
better than others for producing musi- 
cal sounds. It is said that some of t 
| best makers used to go into the forests 
| and select the trees from which they 
would make their next violins. 

+ Generally if we want someth — 
jem we are quite sure will be in g 
condition and fit for use we buy a new 
lone of whatever the thing is and think 
that then we are safe. But a new 
violin is not as good as an old one. 
It is the tone we think of and one 
that is just finished never has such 4 
good tone as one that has been 
‘played on, say, for 30 or 4 
' years. When a good violin has 
got to that stage, if you take 
great care of it and play on it 
‘constantly it gets better and better 
all the time, and some of them last 
for two or three hundred years. But 
‘they must be well made for that to 
‘happen. 

The best violins we know of were 
made in Italy two or three hundred 
‘years ago, chiefly at a place called 
Cremona. When a violin is finished 
before it is ready for use it has to be 
varnished and the makers in those 
| olden days had a very good kind of 
varnish which we do not know how to 
make now and so those of today are 
not considered quite as good as the 
old ones.. But experiments are con- 
stantly being carried out and so per- 
- haps some day the secret of this var- 
nish may be re-discovered and ther 
our violins may become equal to 
‘theirs.

- Wireless Working U onders Toward 


Enlightenment of Dark Continent. 


By R. ST. BARBE BAKER 


HE tremendous strides that broad- 
casting has made during the last 
year lead to the serious consid- 
eration of its use in the education and 


development of the African people. 


The old-time conception of Africa as 


the Dark Continent is giving place to 


a better understanding, which goes to 
show that its peoples, cut off from the 
rest of the world, have evolved a 
social system and ‘moral code which 
in many ways is every whit as good 
as our own, and at any rate is more 
adapted to their requirements. 


White settlers have already come. 


and have been generally welcomed by 
the African native, who readily adapts 
himself to the ways of the stranger’, 
which he may not always understand. 
Nevertheless, he seems to be blindly 
adapting himself to the rapidly chang- 
ing conditions. The native does not 
understand the telegraph, but this 


does not prevent him from using it:; 


he cannot explain a telephone, but 
all the same it is taking the place 
ot the old-time drum signals. He did 
not comprehend the magic“ that 
forced the Gari-ya-moshi (the steam 
engine) across the plains and brought 
it to them up the steep éscarpments 
penetrating the very heart of their 
country, but today they all travel by 
means of it. Very rapidly all the 
inventions of modern civilization are 
coming into their midst. 


Radio Links Africa With London 
The future of Africa lies with the 


African, and I should like to picture 


the day when each little. tribal vil- 
lage throughout this vast domain will 
be able to listen in to a wireless pro- 
gram specially broadcast fer their 
entertainment and instruction. Up to 
present the only consideration 
which has been given to broadcasting, 
as far as Africa is concerned, relates 
to the linking up of the white com- 
munities with the mother lands. Re- 
cently South Africa has been linked 
up with London by way of America 
and can now listen to the evening 
program from the capital of the Em- 
pire. In time the settlers

Population IIliterate

done by writing; but how is the Dis- 
trict Commissioner to convey his mes-

“baraza,” or meeting of chiefs. In due 
time they arrive, having been brought 
together as the result of verbal mes- 
sages sent by special runners. In spite 
of the great distances it is possible that 
a special effort has been made to 
attend without delay, and, ten days 


or more having expired, the baraza 


of chiefs will be ready to be addressed 
by the District Commissioner. When 
they return they send out runners to 
summon the kigma, or council of 
elders,.who go back to their villages, 
and call together the heads of fami- 
lies, or the wazee, who finally inform 
their people what news they have 
| gleaned. 

The coming of radio would alter all 
this. Every evening at a given time 
the bulletin from Government head- 
quarters would be broadcast and the 
loud speaker in each village in charge 


of a competent and trained native 709 


would do the rest. Much valuable 
information could be disseminated and 
seasonable advice and instruction in 
agriculture could be broadcast. This 
could be interspersed with musical 
numbers, including stories from their 
own folklore, for like most children 
they have an inherited love of song 
and fable, 

It may be objected by some who 
have not given the matter full thought 
that wireless will tend to eliminate. 
the personal element. To such an 
objection I would reply, surely the 
telephone is not less personal than a 
letter, and in the same way the loud 
speaker, quietly reproducing the 
voice of the District Commissioner, 
would be no less personal than a 
verbal message delivered by a tired 
and breathless runner.

We still quote with 
approval the wit who said that “the 
failure of a poet is the making of a 
critic,” thereby ‘implying that the 
motive of the critic's work is spite, 
disappointed pride We still assert, 
in the face o° abundant evidence to 
the contrary, that criticiem has never 


taught the artist anything and that 
its purpose is merely to destroy. We 
ignore the :cct that, even if this last | 
charge were true, griticiam ‘would 
still perform a very useful function 
by judicious destruction; as the for- 
ester does by cutting away the under- 
brush to make room for trees.

It has 
been, and may be again, the voice of 
normal and representative ‘humanity, 
a voice which we greatly need to hear 
in this time of rampant eccentricity 
masquerading as genius. Fundamen- 
tally, the words of a great critic are 
not the pronouncements of an esoteric 
craft, but they express the deepest, 
soundest thought of us all. They are 
the words of our common sense.

years, would be practically a declaration that the coun- 
try had reversed its previously declared policy, and did 
not look forward to executive action to carry out the 
existing law.

stead he became an ardent champion of the formula, 
Germany Must Pay.” But Germany has evaded pay- 
ment, and to save Franc from inflation drastic steps are 
needed. As a way out the French capitalist press urges 
increased production, harder work and longer hours. 

Here Labor objects.. It refuses to be exploited to pay 
war debts and reparations. During the war, or shortly 
afterward, it obtained what it had demanded’ in vain for 
years-—an. eight-hour law. In Russia this was granted 
in 1917, even before the Bolsheviki came to power. To 
check the revolutionary wave from the East, all the 
central European powers—Germany, Austria, Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, Jugoslavia, and Bulgaria passed eight- 
hour laws in 1918-19. Then France. Norway, Sweden. 
Switzerland, Holland, and Belgium fell in line, and later 
these were followed by Italy, England. and Denmark. 
At the Washington Conference in 1921 the short work- 
ing day was further guaranteed by an international 
convention. 

Since then a reaction has set in. The Washington 
Convention has been ratified by only Bulgaria, Rumania, 
and Greece. Labor is on the defensive. The German dele- 
gate to the recent Labor Conference at Geneva said that 
if his country is to pay reparations, it cannot ratify the 
agreement. To conjure-the monetary crisis, the German 
eight-hour law has already been upset. In return for 
backing tlie Rentenbank, the German capitalists have 
obtained two hours more of work from their emplovees. 
The agreements between the Ruhr magnates and the allied 
military authorities are based on increased working hours. 
Now industrialists in other countries say they cannot 
compete with German goods unless their working hours 
are extended. In Switzerland a public referendum has 
just defeated a proposal to allow a fifty-four-hour week, 
instead of forty-eight, but 2200 factories havé already 
obtained permission to run fifty-two hours. The agita- 
tion will spread and continue in other countries. What 
will be done in France depends on the election and the 
state of exchange. Unless Labor gets political power, 
the Washington Convention will not be ratified anywhere. 
and the eight-hour-day laws will very likely be repealed,” 
at least temporarily.

‘Obstacles to Indian Home Rule 


Tuar there are difficulties still ahead for those who advo- 
cate home rule in India is made plain in Current History by 
Maurice Joachim, himsel¥ an Indian. “The Moslem,” he 
‘has not yet resolved to be ruled by or to rule with 
the Hindu; the Mahratta has no intention of submitting to 
government by. Sikhs, nor has the Brahman conceded to men 
of inferior castes any social and political rights to which they 
aspire. A cloak of political unity is provided by .a common 
belief that the days of British supremaey are bettie =. ite 
outlook has probably been changed ‘by the war, and it is cer- 
tainly true that Indian respect for British authority has been 
profoundly affected by the prolonged struggle of the war and 
the vacillations that have followed. “To suppose. however, that 
India has been transformed as if by magic into one country 
and a single nation, within measurable distance of ability to 
govern and defend itself, is a radical mistake. 


‘MONG all the changes which have 
come over the world since the out- 
break of the Great War ten years 
ago, none, perhaps, is more remark- 
able or more far-reaching in its ef- 
fects than that which has.taken place 
in the British Empire. Even its very 
name has altered. Ten years ago no- 
body would have dreamed of calling 
it anything but the British Empire. 

And Empire was not an inappropriate 
name for it in those days. The Dominions, it is true, 
were all self-governing in their own internal affairs. 
ut everything else was controlled from London. 
Foreign policy was a matter for the British Foreign 
Office alone, and only once, 1911, were the Dominion 
governments officially taken into its confidence. Ireland 
was still an integral part of the United Kingdom. India 
and Egypt were wholly controlled from Whitehall, and 
in neither did the popular voice exercise any effective 
influence over the Administration. The Crown colonies 
were entirely governed from the Colonial Office. Today 
the British Empire has been officially renamed the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth of Nations. So it is described in the 
act which created the Irish Free State, and in many docu- 
ments since. And the changes in structure and status 
have corresponded with the changes in the name. 
Canada, Australia, South Africa, and New Zealand 
are no longer Dominions only, they are equal and inde- 
pendent members of this new Commonwealth of 

Nations. They share fully in all information about 

foreign policy, and they share ne in the delibera- 
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N THE search for machinery to effect the 
universally desired purpose of the main- 
tenance of peace and harmony among 
nations, many who have turned from the 
idea of the League of Nations have found 
promise in the thought of an English-speak- 

ing. union. It has been the feeling among many earnest 
students of international affairs that divergence in the 
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tions of the Imperial Conference which determines from 
time to time the general lines of the foreign policy of 
the Empire. They have the right to appoint ministers 
to foreign countries and to initiate negotiations for 
treaties, provided they inform and consult their partner 
nations. They are independent members in their own 
right of the League of Nations. 

India has taken its first step toward self-government, 
and it is an enormous step. Under the reforms’ scheme, 
each of the main provinces into which India is divided 
elects a legislature, and to these legislatures is intrusted 
full responsibility for certain of the main functions ‘of 
government through Indian ministers who are responsi- 
ble to it. The control of the other functions is retained 
in British hands for the present, until it is seen how the 
new legislatui s manage their businc:;. There is an 
analogous system in working for the All-India Assem- 
bly, though the British control there is more strict. 


When one stops to consider that India contains more 


than 320,000,000 people of many different races ‘and 
religions, speaking twenty-one different languages, the 
enormous stride forward which has been taken in the 
last few years is apparent. And India's further prog- 
ress to full Dominion self-government depends only 
upon her people demonstrating their readiness and 
ability to take charge for themselves of the complicated 
affairs of their gigantic country. 

Egypt, today, is no longer a part of the British 
Commonwealth, though it is closely bound by treaty to 
it. Since 1922 Egypt has been recognized as an inde- 
pendent state, and it only remains to make treaties 
about the Sudan, the Suez Canal, and certain foreign 
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rights, for that independence to become of full effect. 

Steps have also beén taken in some of the Crown 
colonies, notably Malta and the West Indies, to lay the 
fSundations of self-government. 

Thus, within the space of ten years has an Empire 
been transformed into a Commonwealth of Nations, 
either already self-governing, or on the high road to 
self-government, united by allegiance to a common 
crown, but conducting their common affairs by a process 
not of subordination to Great Britain, but of free con- 
sultdtion together. 

Constituted as it now is, the British Commonwealth 
is an enormously important factor in world affairs. Its 
people sen more than a quarter of the whole popu- 
lation of the earth. Its area consists of more than a 
quarter of the land surface of the globe. It contains 
within it vast numbers of people of every color, white, 
and brown, and yellow, and black. Its peoples belong 
to all the great religions, Christianity, Muhammadan- 


‘ism, Hinduism, Buddhism, and Confucianism. It has 


specimens of an immense variety of civilizations and 
languages. It is indeed a microcosm.of the human race. 

And it exists and will continue to exist because it is 
the greatest demonstration ever made of the possibility 
of uniting and maintaining peace among all the various 
families of-mankind by applying to their problems the 
ideals of freedom, justice, sympathy, and common sense. 
These are the true animating principles of its govern- 
ment, and so long as its peoples are faithful to them 
the Commonwealth will endure. 

This does not mean, of course, that there are mot 
immense difficulties to be solved. The Empire would 
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spoken tongue, creating as it does a barrier to perfect 
understanding between nations, must always act as more 
or less of an irritant. To understand everything is to 
excuse everything, according to the old French proverb, 
and certainly to misunderstand a neighbor's habit of 
thought, because of inability to comprehend his speech, 
is too often a reason for a growing hostility between 
heighbors. And so it has been hoped that the perfect 
understanding which unity of language makes easy for 
Great Britain and the United States, may act as an 
informal but none the less effective bond of union be- 
tween them. 

But already the British Commonwealth of Nations, 
formally so named as the successor to the British 
Empire, is.in itself an English-speaking league. It 
is made up of self-governing and independent members 
of a commonwealth scattered over the face of the entire 
globe. Each has its own economic interests, each 
possesses its independent power to enter into dfplo- 
matic negotiations with other countries. They all owe 

a certain loyalty to the home Government at West- 
minster, but in all essentials each is independent, and 


its part in the whole is that of a single member of 


a commonwealth. 
This situation is, of course, of comparatively new 
creation and yet it is the logical-development of the 
relationship which has been built up between what 
‘were in the past the British Dominions and the parent. 
country. Steadily, as time has progressed, each 
Dominion has found itself more and more frequently 
confronted with conditions which made requisite the 
exercise of independent judgment on its own part, and 
quite as steadily has grown the recognition, in London, 
of the wisdom of granting this increasing measure of in- 
dependence to all. Perhaps history, in which is writ large 
the causes for the creation of an independent nation 
from the original thirteen British Colonies in America, 
has enforced upon the British people today just appre- 
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clatlofl of the wisdom ‘of extending the fullest measure 
of freedom to the even more widespread colonies of 
Great Britain. If that be so the peoples of Canada 
and the far-flung Australasian minions of the King 
can more readily understand the proposition laid down 
by all philosophical writers of history that the leaders 
of the American Revolution fought quite as much for 
British freedom as for American independence. 

This month visitors and delegates from all: these 
far-flung nations will attend the British Empire Exhi- 
bition at Wembley. Perhaps since the British Empire 
has become the British Sommonwealth of Nations the 
title of that exhibition might have been more happily 
chosen. But at any ‘rate Canadians and Australians, 
New Zealanders and Jamaicans, Cape Colonists and the 
peoples of the far-flung Commonwealth wil! all gather 
in their common heritage as Britons. If their own 
status is in a‘sense a new one, they will find political 
conditiona at the old home new. Not only will they be 
presented with the amazing spectacle of a Labor Party 
in control of the Government, but they will find, unless 
conditions change speedily, widespread approval of the 
policies inaugurated by that party. They will find the 
Labor Government earnestly engaged in smoothing 
out international difficulties which its predecessor 
had tactlessly intensified. They. will note beyond 
doubt that the possession of power has brought a 
sense of responsibility and ‘conservatism to men 
hitherto radical. Those who thus come to the 
historic capital of the British Empire, to the central 
city of the Commonwealth of British Nations, will 
no doubt bring to those engaged in the difficult task 
of restoring political harmony and prosperity after 
the war's wreckage and chaos, helpful suggestions 
and positive aid. The Dominions must always be 
the great outlet for British trade. The mother 
country, no less a mother country because of the changed 
title, must still be the greatest purchaser in turn of their 
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not be worth while if it had not difficulties to overcome 
and if it was not overcoming them. It is not possible 
to unite, however loosely, a quarter of the people of 
the earth, without coming up against some formidable 
snags. Twenty years ago the principal snag was the 
relation, between the sclf-governing peoples of the 
Empire. Ten years ago it was defense against the attempt 
of the Kaiser and his Prussian advisers to smash it from 
without. Today it is the difficulty of the color line and 
of limiting the economic exploitation of the people. 

Asia, like the rest of the world, has been profoundly 
stirred by the events of the last ten years. The ideals 
of freedom, for which the Allies fought, have inspired 
and rightly inspired its peoples to demand rights and 
privileges which they never thought of demanding 
before. In some cases, as is natural, perhaps, the new 
wine of freedom seems to have gone to the young mens 
heads. Not having had experience of the practical difh- 
culties of political self-government, some of them have 
thought that the establishment of a Parliament, in a 
country with three times the population of the United 
States, was all that was necessary to democracy. This 
impetuosity, however, has been a feature, and it is a 
fundamentally healthy feature, of the progress to self- 
government in all countries. 

The British Commonwealth of Nations is, in many 
ways, a League of Nations in miniature. If we can 
overcome our present difficulties and bridge the. gulf 
of race, and color, and language, and civilization, we 
shall have pointed the way for that greater League of 
all nations which will some day assure freedom and 
peace to all the saci of the earth.

Australia, these islands lay for cen- 
turfes far from the tracks of Euro- 

explorers. The Dutch explorer 
. discovered them in 1642, but 
neither his countrymen nor any other 
nation made use of his discovery. A 
hundred and seventeen years later 
the English navigator Cook paid the 
first of his visits of New Zealand and 
took possession of the islands. for 
Britain. These visits had no imme- 
diate political result. Britain had 
her hands full with wars, and the loss 
of the American colonies put coloniza- 
tion out of fashion. 

As the years passed, however, 
white men began to visit New Zealand 
and settle there. Whalers called for 
supplies, warships touched for spars, 
adventurers from Australia took 
refuge there, trade developed in flax 
fiber prepared by the natives, and 
missionaries began to win these 
savages to Christianity. The Maoris 
were a splendid race physically and 
mentally. They delighted in warfare, 
which they practised ruthlessly and 
with cannibal rites, but they had their 
ideas of chivalry, they were capable 
of the finest friendship toward the 
Newcomers, and they were natural 
-prators and possessed a fascinating 
body of poetical legend and mythology. 


Annexation Confirmed 
It was not until 1840 that the 
British Government confirmed Cook’s 
annexation and took effective pos- 


session of the country. This the Gov- 
ernment did against its wish. It was 
driven to this action by the insistence 
of a small band of far-sighted and de- 
termined men who had new. ideas. 
about colonization. Headed by Ed- 
ward Gibbon Wakefield, the most po- 
tent man of ideas in the history of 
British colonization in the nineteenth 
century,’ they rejected altogether the 
official view that a colony was fit only 
for the reception of convicts, and they 
had a clear vision of a duplication of 
English society in hew lands. Colo- 
nization was to be wholesome and pro- 
ductive, carried out by free English- 
men enjoying self-government. Two 
other considerations influenced the 
home government. The lawlessness in 
New Zealand had become a scandal 
and in the interests of both whites 
and Maoris it was necessary to im- 
pose some authority. There was also 
a danger that while Britain hesitated 
France would act. A French settle- 
ment was actually planted in New 
Zealand, but not under the French 
flag. 

The propounders of the new gospel 
of economic and political colonization 
fitted out expeditions to pioneer in 
these distant islands. The early set- 
tlers had to face grave difficulties. 
By the Treaty of Waitangi, signed 
when the country was annexed in 
1840, the Maoris, in exchange for ac- 
ceptance of British sovereignty, were 
guaranteed the use of their land and 
the conservation of their customs, and 
to this day this treaty remains their 
charter. Land was not nearly so 
easy to obtain as the colonists had 
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anticipated, and bloodshed resulted 
from the clash of interests. There 
were several wars between the whites 
and some of the Maori tribes—the re- 
sult of Maori fears, Maori bellicosity, 
British greed, and the failure of the 
colonists to understand and do full 
justice to a people whose ways of life 
differed so greatly from European. 

Fortunately, though the Maoris were 
conquered. they were not destroyed 
(the task of subjection involved the 
employment of thousands of troops), 
2 the struggle left the British with 
a deep respect for their opponents. 
The Maori became a loyal subject of 
the crown, as recruitment for the 
Great War testified. His people oc- 
cupy à unique position among the nas 
tive races of the Empire. Politically 
‘they have full rights, and socially the 
cofo? bar is much less rigid than in 
many other countries. Maoris sit in 
Parliament and enter the professions. 
The fate of this fine people is not de- 
struction, but absorption, and the 
white New Zealander will not be a 
party to such a process without it af- 
fecting his national outlook and ctl- 
ture. 

Wars Retard Expansion 

The economic development of New 
Zealand was materially retarded by 
these wars, but fortunately they were 
confined to portions of the North Is- 
land. The natural wealth of the coun- 
try favored rapid progress. There is 
perhaps no country in the world so 
variously endowed with natural re- 
sources and delights. The islands lie 
in the temperate zone, but a good deal 
nearer the equator than the homeland. 
The climate is kindly and equable. 
There is an abundance of sunshine and 
the rainfall is bounteous and regular. 
It is a land of many and unfailing 
streams, and droughts comparable with 
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the visitations that afflict Australia are 
unknown. 

In the north of North Island the 
climate is .sub-tropical, and the mild 
winters are a blessing’ to farmers in 
that they make the housing and even 
the rugging of stock unnecessary, and 
facilitate the provision of winter 
feed. „There is an abundance of good 
land to put under the plow for va- 
rious purposes; the bush country will 
take grass after rough burning; and 
the slopes of many of the ijaduntains, 
even approaching the  snow-line, 
carry native grasses which make 
them invaluable as pasture land for 
sheep. “The natural wealth of the 
soil is supplemented by timber and 
mineral. wealth. The superb native 
forests yield some of the finest kinds 
of building timber, though -unfortu- 
nately this natural endowment has 
been wasted with criminal careless- 
ness. 

There are large fields of coal, and 
some day. the deposits of iron ore 
will be worked. Gold mining has 
been carried on for 60 years, and 
many millions of pounds worth of 
the metal have been won. In addi- 
tion to all this, New Zealand is a 
land of surpassing beauty.

* SYDNEY, N. S. W., Feb. 2 (Special 
Correspondence)—The idea of a better- 
ment tax was mooted in New South 
Wales some time ago: in order to get 
railways, settlers had expressed their 
willingness to pay a betterment tax of 
6a. per acre per annum for 20 years on 
all land within seven ‘miles’ of any — * 
way to be constructed. This tax w 
vield 10s. per acre over the whole: pe- 
riod. or £4480 per mile of railway. It 

‘would be a paying proposition to the 
settlérs and the State. 

When people are prepared to tax 
themselves, it is argued here, sanction 
should be given at once, the State 
should assist in every way to provide 
the means for the construction of such 
railways as are so badly wanted in and 
around — districts.

Things are also buoyant with the 
agriculturists. All dairy farming, even 
along the fertile North Coast, is apt to 
be precarious in the absence of good 
rains. But the recent falls bave been 
so satisfactory that most of the farm- 
ers are assured of good returns. Fruit 
crops are also flourishing, giving 
much-needed encouragement to the 
soldier settlers at Beerburrum and 
elsewhere. Sugar cane prospects are 
favorable. 

Educational Progress 

Educationally, Queensland has made 
notable progress in recent years. The 
system provides for free education. 
and any child—rich or —may 
graduate from the kindergarten to the 
university. The scholarship system 
is an especially good one, the idea of 
the Labor Government being that no 
clever child should be debarred by 
poverty from enjoying the best educa- 
tional facilities in the State. 
The state-owned railways are still 
more of a white elephant than an as- 
set. The net revenue shows a dis- 
tinct downward tendency. and there 
appears little hope of improvement. 
For the working expenses continue to 
soar, and the rolling stock is getting 
more dilapidated. 
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war the work in laboratories had been 


conducted rather on academic lines, 
but at the time under review research 
work was carried on with practical 
intent, The whole work of the coun- 


try was organized with a view to the 


highest possible efficiency, and re- 
markable were the results obtained. 
Conditions Greatly Changed 

During the second period of five 
years, conditions have altered greatly. 
Industry has passed and is still pass- 
ing through a very difficult time. The 
old continental markets are almost 
closed to Great Britain, owing to the 
poverty of Europe and the abnormal 
condition of the exchanges, and it is 
hard to find the new markets required. 
The result of this is that a great num- 
ber of mille have been working very 
short hours, and at the present mo- 
ment are still doing so, but although 
industry has not yet regained its pre- 
war position, there is an upward trend 
and it may be said that every industry 
in the country has benefited by the 
years of war output, through the im- 
proved methods inaugurated at that 
time. , 
‘Out of the comradeship of the Great 
War has come a more considerate and 
sympathetic feeling toward the work- 
ers on the part of the employers. A 
great many firms today have erected 
canteens where a good lunch at a 
very moderate cost is provided for 
those who care to take it. This is 
especially a boon in wet and stormy 
weather. In some mills the employers 
allow a short interval of rest in the 
afternoon, when tea is served free to 
the workpeople. 

Then, again, some firms have ap- 
pointed workers’ committees. These 
committees often consist of a fore- 
man from: each department. They 
meet with the directors at regular 
intervals, to discuss difficult prob- 
lems and bring forward helpful sug- 
gestions. In this way the spirit of co- 
operation is fostered, and all are made 
to feel that the interests of employers 
and workpeople are one. 

Another mark of progress in in- 
dustry is the profit-sharing basis on 
which some important concerns are 
run. 

It is plain that one of the greatest 
hindrances to progress in industry 
lies in the friction between Capital 
and Labor, and that anything which 
helps to get rid of this friction will 
necessarily im, rove the output and the 
quality of the work turned out, will 
increase the confidence of the employ- 
ers and of the investing public, and 
prepare the way for greater develop- 
ments in the future. 

Employment for Disabled 

Two new industrial concerns of a 
distinctive character have been estab- 
lished in Scotland as a result of the 
war: Lord Robert's Memorial Work- 


shops and the Blighty Industries. Both 


have been started to give employment 
to men severely disabled. The Me- 
morial Workshops were first started in 
England, but now have branches in va- 
rious parts of Scotland also. The aim 
of the directors has been to take over 
any going concern of a suitable nature, 
and to provide special machinery which 
can be operated by the disabled. 

The Blighty Industries manufacture 
and sell Scottish tweeds, blankets and 
other woolen fabrics in different parts 
of Scotland. Only severely disabled 
men and their families are employed 
in the production or sale of these home- 
spuns; automatic looms suitable for

straight from school. This 
pressure has passed, but the interest 
in education is much on the increase, 
and great efforts.are being made to 
meet this need. The free public 
schools of the country which had been 
under the control of local school 
boards have now teen placed under 
county committees, called education 
authorities, whose wider outlook, it is 
expected, will be of much benefi} in 
the choice of teachers and in the 
general direction of educational] af- 
fairs. This change is so new that 
there is not much to report if contiec- 
tion with it, but already more centers 
for higher education have been estab- 
lished, so that the children going in 
for these higher classes have not so 
far to travel by train.

something like a@oration, Sir Edward | 
Carson. There was talk of a naval 
demonstration, and there was unrest 
in the British army, where not a few 


of the officers openly or covertly took 


sides with Ulster. 
Bombshell Clears the Air 

Into this welter of sedition, unrest, 
and apprehension the bombshell 
of August, 1914, was thrown. 
The declaration of war with Germany 
at once cleared the air, and Ulster 
set herself to the task of doing her 
bit to help the Empire. She raised 
the 86th Ulster Division and some part 
of the 10th Division; her shipyards at 
once became hives of industry where, 
night and day, warships of every 
class and type were fashioned at ex- 
press speed, her engineering works

were transformed from textile ma- 
chine makers to bomb makers, and 
to her linen mills was set the task 
of weaving millions of yards of linen 
for aeroplane wings. 

Thus the years of the Great War 
found Ulster busily occupied, throw- 
ing every ounce of her strength and 
her wealth into the defense of the 
Great Empire against which she was 
apparently, early in 1914, ready to re- 
volt.

Ireland Viewed on Ihres hold 
of the Community of Nations 


DUBLIN, March 3 (Special Corre- 
spondence)—In surveying the past 10 
years, with the idea of taking in at 
a glance the progress made by Ire- 
land in industry and culture, one is 
at first inclined to listen to those who 
mournfully shake their heads and 
jquestion whether there has been any 
progress at all. But, looking deeper 
into the “Irish question” and bearing 
in mind what constitutes true prog- 
ress, one can see that Ireland is be- 
ginning to know herself, and as this 


is truly the first step which every 
individual or nation must take in 
order to become a useful member of 
a community of individuals or nations, 
then Ireland is on the way to give and 
receive all she can as a member of 
the commonwealth of nations known 
as the British Empire. 

The inclusion in that common- 
wealth of a nation laboring long under 
the belief that she was dominated by 
England made necessary, sooner or 
later, the destruction of that belief, 
both for her own sake and for the 
sake of the common weal. The crea- 
tion of the Free State under the 
Anglo-Irish Treaty was the method of 
accomplishing this, and the last 10 
years have been a period of struggle 
and conflict which have brought about 
the establishment of the Nation. 

“The great building of the Four 
Courts,” to quote the words of Winston 
Churchill, “has been shattered by 
artillery, wrecked by explosion, black- 
ened by the flames of conflagration. 
Its documents are scattered and de- 
stroyed. There is ruin there and lit- 
ter inconceivable. But perhaps his- 
tory, coming along after we are gone, 
will peer about among those ruins 
and this litter, and will discover one 
document of priceless consequence 
among them—namely, the title deeds 
of a united: Ireland.” 


In Transitory Period

development. Even in Britain there is 
widespread and sometimes amusing 
ignorance about New Zealand condi- 
tions. There are still people who 
imagine that a revolver is a necessary 
item in the equipment of an emigrant. 
It is true that New Zealand lacks 
many of the cultural advantages of 
older countries, but it is in every re- 
spect a civilized land. Its cities, 
though not large relatively (Auck— 
land is the largest, with a population 
of 150,000), are well equipped 
the comforts and tuxuries of life. 
Some of the world’s most famous mu- 
sicians — Paderewski, Mischa Elman, 
Calvé, Melba, Nordica, and 
witch among them—have toured New 
Zealand. 

Many of the new plays produced in 
London and New York are brought to 
New Zealand. There are excellent 
book shops and libraries; New Zea- 
landers are great readers. 
these libraries are of special interest. 
The Grey collection in the Auckland 
Public Library contains a splendid set 
of early books, including Caxtons and 
a First Folio Shakespeare. The Turn- 
bull Library in Wellington is noted 
for its very valuable collection of liter- 
“ature and manuscripts bearing on 
Australasian history, and its array of 
first editions and editions de luxe of 
English classics. There are several 
art galleries, among which that in 
Auckland ranks third inthe collections 
of Australasia. There are a large 
number of newspapers, and possibly 
there is a larger press circulation in 
proportion to population than in any 
other country. Many of these news- 
papers maintain an excellent literary 
standard and often surprise visitors 
by their grasp of oversea affairs. Most 
of the metropolitan dailies devote a 
large amount of space to literary and 
general articles. 

Many Secondary Schools 

The education system is efficient and 
cheap. Illiteracy is negligible. Educa- 
tion in the state primary schools is 
free, compulsory and secular, and a 
liberal system of. scholarships and 
“free places“ makes it easy for bright 
children to go on to the secondary 
schools, of which there are many. The 
excellence and cheapness of educa- 
tion in New Zealand should be an in- 
ducement for middle class English | — 
people who find it difficult to live in 
England, to emigrate to New Zealand. 
The University of New Zealand has 
teaching institutions in the four 
centers, and the cost of attendance is 
small.

CANADA TO PROTECT 
ITS WOOD BUFFALO 


OTTAWA. ‘March 10 (Special Corre- 
spondence)—Another park has been 
added to Canada’s splendid system of 
game sanctuaries. This is known as 
Wood Buffalo Park. Here within 10,500 
square miles of territory the only exist- 
ing herd of wild wood buffalo—the only 
remnants in their wild state of the vast 
herds that once roamed the great cen- 
tral plains of North America—will be 
protected for all time. These animals 
are superior in size and weight to other 
buffalo, but their placid dispositions and | 
fearlessness of man scarcely tended to 
guard them from the fate that has over- 
taken their southern cousins. 

A careful survey of the district lying 
in the juncture of the Slave and Peace 
rivera by members of the Natural Re- 
sources Intelligence Service of the Do- 
minion defined the range, both summer 
and winter, of the buffalo.

try. 

Not that our capital isn’t a fine one 
now. It is. Latest figures give the 
population for the first time as a lit- 
tle more than a million, and we are 
proud of that. Insignificant, you 
might say, when compared with New 
York; but a comparison isn’t just, for 
obvious reasons. Sydney, neverthe- 
less, because of last year’s increase, 
stands today as the seventeenth city 
of the world, and apart from New 
York there are only two cities in the 
United States in front—Chicago and 
Philadelphia. This is a tribute to our 
industries, all of which appear to be 
in flourishing condition, and to the 
other 1,206,000 inhabitants, who help 
to make up the 2,200,000-odd peo- 
pling” our vast territory. 

I have been asked to write upon 
the cultural and material progress of 
the State. It is a big problem when 

up-to-the-minute data is difficult to 
obtain: but what is available will 
show that Australia—and New South 
Wales in particular—is not simply 
the playground of kangaroos, as most 
Americans and even many Britishers 
fondly imagine. 

University’s Advancement 


On the cultural side one naturally 
looks first to the university. Un- 
fortunately, as is the case with most 
Australian varsities, its great work 
has been handicapped through short- 
age of funds and lack of accommoda- 
.tion. This has been overcome to a 
certain extent by. a bequest from a 
private citizen of £15, 000 a year and 
av grant from the Government of 
£300,000 spread over six years for 
building purposes. The former made 
possible the addition of a number of 
necessary appointments in the last 
two years. The chair of modern lit- 
erature was divided into chairs of 
English, French and German, two pro- 
fessors being appointed in English— 
one in English literature and one in 
English—a professorship in French, 
and associate professorships in Ger- 
man, psychology and physiology. 
Chairs of surgery and dentistry have 
also been recently established, to- 
gether with a professorship of geog- 
raphy, a lectureship in entomology, 
and associate professorship in physics 
and a chair of electrical engineering. 
Arising from the great Pan-Pacific 
Congress, the Federal Government is 
now considering the endowment of a 
chair of anthropology. 

It will be seen from the foregoing 
that despite a certain amount of pub- 
lic apathy, this highly important 
branch of a Nation's life 
substantial headway. It now incorpo- 
rates all that the world’s best univer- 
sities can lay claim to, and with the 
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don showing what advancement had 
been made in the last quarter of a 
century. The sterling quality of this 
exhibition ast6nished the critics, many 
of whom had expected to find a low 
standard of achievement from a coun- 
try so new and distant. Much contro- 
versy surrounded the morality of Nor- 
man Lindsay's studies; but it was gen- 
erally admitted in the world’s greatest 
city, that, as a black and white artist, 
he was second to none. 

The material side of the State's ad- 
vancement, if treated fully, would ab- 
sorb much more space than is allowed 
for this article. Primary industries, 
of course, suffer or benefit from bad or 
good seasons, and definite progress is 
hard to define. All that need be said 
ig that each is doing well. Their fu- 
ture depends upon sound immigration, 
a sound developmental policy, and the 
subdivision of large holdings. At pres- 
ent, the State is committed to so.much 
expenditure that it would be idle to 
predict what is going to happen. 

Along with some of the other states, 
New South Wales is giving attention 
to cotton. The Australian cotton belt 
rivals even that of the United States 
in area, and is not less favored by cli- 
matic and soil conditions. Expansion 
has exceeded all expectations to date. 
and maybe in another score of years 
the cotton from this State will be play- 
ing an important part fh its general 
wealth. 85 

It is easier to fix progress in 
secondary industries, where fluctuation 
is not so marked. In 1922, 500 new

last year’s growth was equally satis- 
factory. The value of production has 
increased steadily each year, rising 
from £19,432,000 in 1911 to £46,746,- 
000 in 1922. Following normal chan- 
nels, last yed?’s value should have 
been in the neighborhood of £50,000,- 
000, which represents a remarkable 
and pleasing advancement in a State 
of comparatively small population. 

Taking primary, mining, and manu- 
facturing industries together, the last 
decade has marked substantial ad- 
vancement, amounting to more than 
60 per cent. From £64,754,000 in 1911, 
the value of production in the three 
(mining shows little variation) rose 
to £127,273,000 10 years later. Mainly 
due to agriculture, 1922 was a little 
lower; but though the wheat harvest 
of 1923 shows a decrease, the ultimate 
combined values should still show 
headway. 

That which is going ta propel the 
city forward is the bridge we are 
about to build across our harbor—one 
of the most beautiful harbors in the 
world—and the city railway now in 
course of construction. The bridge 
will be the most expensive engineer- 
ing work undertaken in the Common- 
wealth, and attracted tenders from 
England and America. When com- 
pleted, at a cast of about £6,000,000,

Some years have passed since any of 
the administrative staff has gone 
abroad; but the present registrar, H.

The system of free state education 
in schools is so comprehensive that 
it does not allow of much improve- 
ment. It has been extended by the 
provision of “outposts” in the back- 
blocks, and the development of cor- 
respondence schools pioneered by this 
State. In this way more than 1500 
children who would otherwise grow 
up in ignorance, are taught standard 
subjects by letter, and it is indeed 
possible for them ta win bursaries of 
£40 to £50 @ year entitling them to 
proceed to a higher school. This may 
be followed by the winning of univer- 
sity exhibitions, exempting them from 
payment of fees. Two hundred of 
these are awarded annually. The 
department also awards bursaries 
where the means of the parents of a 
successful candidate do not permit of 
a university education. Thus the 
university is brought close to the peo- 
ple, rich and poor alike. 

Technical Training Emphasized 

Particular attention has been paid to 
technical training as well, and with 
fresh developments the branches of 
study here include applied art, build- 
ing trades, engineering, electrical en- 
gineering, sanitary engineering, print- 
ing and lithography, commercial sub- 
jects, domestic science, primary in- 
dustries and manufacturing trades. 

The musical world suffered through 
the loss of Mr. Verbrugghen to Amer- 
ica; but in many ways the year has 
again been musically progressive. It 
is necessarily slow in a community 
where the choice of amusements is 
so varied. Visiting artists from 
abroad, however, have kept us in touch 
with all movements.
